How the Lawyers and Witnesses Evjoyed 
Themselves

After the release of the prisoners from the 
impromptu jail, the boys decided that Uncle 
Wright kad opeen grievously wronged; so 
they chipped in and bought him a new suit, 
ecrsisting of a long frock coat, trousers 
etrapped down under his fine shoes, and a tall 


bat was added to bis genteel make up. 

‘‘Have you a fam’ly?” asked Josh Adams. 

“Yos, sir-ee! Ef yecounta wife and five 
grown da’ters—not to mention the young ’uns 
—I hev sartinly got a purty numerous 
fambly.’’ 

‘‘Well, boys, le’s send the girls a reminder,’ 
so they bought the entire stock of ribbon in 
one ofthe smali stores, and after pinning 
various strips about Wright’s attire, they 
ersmumed the remainder in his pockets, ac- 
companied by six green veils. 

And they do say that the Fiowerses arranged 
themeelves in a grander style than did Solo- 
mon in all his magnificence; and that lot of 
ribpon, and those green veils were the talk 
and the envy of allthe girls inthe lI ilowers’ 
neighborhood for many years afterward. 

Judge Cole was highly incensed at the out- 
tageous proceeding of the boys on the night 
of the jailing experience. He was incensed 
at the high hasded menner in which they 
had dealt with Uncle Wright, and he was in- 
censecd with them on general principles; but 
the chief cause of his anger was the fact that 
the hajlabaloo had broken up a most inter- 
esting game of poker which the dignitaries 
ofthe court hed been engaged in at the time. 

le hed them arraigned before the bear, and 
fir.cing Josh Adams the chief sinner, he sen- 
texced hima whole day and night in jail 
Josh was led away likea lamb to the slaugh- 
ier, exd pieced in jail, 

The balance of the gang resented this in 
digniiy cflercd to therr chief, and they cast 
eboutthem fora plan to avenge the injury 
done them. 

The old billy goat, Swain’s game rooster, 
two or three stray dogs, several cats of either 
sex, some geese and the uufortunate yearling 
that bad shared Wright's confinement, were 
the materials that were silently gathered to- 
gether atier the wearied citizens of Troupville 
bad retired to their couches todream of the 
golden profits to be realized frem sundry 
speculaticns in tbe way of ginger cakes and 
beer, gin-slings and rum-toddies, and other 
things in the wey of meat and drink, dealt 
cut to the thiraty and famishing crowd. 

The choice assortment of beasts of the field 
and fow’s of the yard were choked, gagged and 
muzzied so as to preventan outcry, and car- 
ried to the court house. Old Billy, the ram, 
was eecurely fastened, in a silting posture, to 
the judge’s bench, spectacles tied astride his 
nose,and bis fore teet fastened on the open 
page of the cede of Georgia. The game cock 
very circcitably represented his masters 
Sheriff Swain, at the cherifi’s post, a tom cat 
did duty es clerk, and dthercats and several 
dogs were tied down at the desks of the most 
el. inent members of the bar. The remainder 
cfihe animels and poultry were disposed at 
epprepriate placcs inthe jury box, and the 
unfertupate yearling was putin the prisoner’s 
seat, to be tricd for high crimes and misde- 
meanors. A regular indictment was wrilien 
out and placed under the paw of the old deer 
hou d that did duty as prosecutor. Then the 
royster: rs left thecourthouse to inform Josh 
of the fun. 

When the beams of the morning sun began 
to dietipate the mists that hung over the 
Withlacocchce-river, and the early rising gin- 
s}inger ceme briskly down the street, rubbing 
bis swollen eyes, there was a sound ot revelry 
by night in thatold wooden court house tht 
smote upon his startled ear_in a weird and 
superoatural series of grow's, shrieks, bleats 
and cackles. Talt Swain’scourt of justice had 
began operations, and the little red pieded 
yearling was being tried for his life by a jury 
ef his peers. 

The gin-slinger forgot the errand that call- 
ed bim forth, aad the news was s590n spread 
over the gsuddenly awakened town that “there 
westhe devil to pay over about the court 
hovse.”’ 

Men rushed out of their houses buttoaing 
their clothes, some barefooted, some hatless, 
seme with their suspenders hanging down 
their backs, sud Mergau Swain was makiog 
frentic efforts to thrust his legs through the 
sleeves of his roundabout coat, when the judge 
and several lawyers poked their heads out of 
the upper windows and asked what was the 
rumpus. 

‘“‘Somebody’s been playing h--l! over about 
the courthouse.” Then they come down very 
much excited and joined the curious crowd 
who were rushing toward the courthouse. 
And the sight that met their gaze caused 
them to halt and stare in speechless astonish 
ment. Talt Swain had prevailed on the dep- 
uty jailer to release Josh Adams as his time 
wae up, and they and their gang were on the 
ground. 

Judge Cole was choking with anger aad 
gave vent to his feclings in some very sul- 
phurous remargzs. The old widow, whose 
geese had been tied up there all night, was in 
a hysterical rage, and with her uncombed 
back hair floating in the breeze she stormed 
and roared through the crowd. “The durn- 
ed, infernal, lowlived, turkeyirottin’ men 
that done this arter be burnt, jedge, an’ 
burnin’s too good fur ’em; the ill-contrived 
“wretches.” 

“Turn them cussed dogs and things loose, 
take ’em out ot here,” shoutedthe clerk. The 
bailiffs went et the taeskin a dainty manner, 
and asthey loosed them, one by one, tho 
frightened cate went skinning across the 
benches, and out at the windows with 
their tails enlarged to frightful proportions.

IN THE DOCK. 


THR DANG@R OF CONVICTION ON 
CIRCUMSTANTIAL EVIDENCG. 


A Gicry Told by the Bailiff of the Sapreme Jourt of 


Ocloraceo—Held for arson on Saspicicn The 
Nerrow Becepe of an Patirely Innocent 
Man from a Dreadful Mis axe. 


“The hardships and wrongs inflicted by 
convictions upon circumstantial evidence end 


mistaken identity are well illustrated in a case 


which came under my notice and with which 
I had something to do, which shows its uncer- 
tainty and the danger of relying entirely upos 
such testimony, however clear and convinc- 


ing,’ remarked Matthew Adame, bailiff of the 
Colorado supreme court, to a representative of 


the Denver Republican-Tribune. Continuing, 
he said: . 


‘‘In 1868 there was a man by the name of 
Mills arrested in Portland, Me., for arson, and 


delivered, by the officer making the arrest, 
into my custody es the sheriff ot the county. 
He wee charged with setting fire to the dwell- 


ing in which he then resided, belonging to 
cne Haley. Mills was earnest and eloquent 


in his denial of any knowledge of the origin 
of the fire. 
es a lew-abiding and industrious citizen, 
enjoying the ‘confidence of the community, 
and his neighbors were loth to believe him 
guilty of acapital crime. 


‘*His protestations of innocence were of no 


avail, and, upon examination, the police 
magistrate found ‘probable cause,’ and he 


wes beld without bail to await the action of 


the grand jury. Some weeks elapsed before 
his indictment and time of trial, andl had 
frequent conversations with him relating to 
the circumstances of the fire. His modest, 
quiet manner and gentlemanly deportment 
while under my charge, and his apparently 
honest and straightforward statement assert 

ing his entire ignorance of the crime excited 
my sympathy in his behalf, and I baceme 
convizced thet he was innocent, and that the 
real cximinal wes still at large and unknown 
to the cfiicers. 

Nothing occurred which threw any new 
light upon the crime, and the community 
generally cameto believe in bis guilt. The 
grand jury returned an indictment of arson 
egoinst bim, ‘setting fireto a dwellinghouse 
in the night time, with intert to burn the 
same,’ for which the punishment under the 
jaws of that state was death. 

“Hie was put upon bis triel under the in- 
dictment. He was defended by eminent and 
able counsel, end the trial jury was composed 
of upright and intelligent citizens, some of 
whow knew bim well. 

‘His trial consumed seven days, and dur- 
ing the whole time he sat with caim, pale face 
waiching its progress with indifference. His 
wife and lovely daughter—hbis only child— 
met him every morning as he was brought 
from the jail to the court room, and they both 
eat by his side throvgh all the bours of each 
day, showing a devotion a loving solicitude 
thet was pathetic. He was a proud man, and 
one could see that he keenly felt the humilia- 
tion end stigma o! the occasion, but be was a 
brave man, and faced the cherge with an un- 
flinching confidence that he would be finally 
acquitted. Toe testimony and argument e! 
the counsel was concluded; the oral chare: 
of the court to the jury was given and the 
jary retired 

“During their deliberation upon the verdict 
thet would restore bim to liberty and the 
besom of his tamily or toe solitary cell and 
fine) execution, Mills was apparently un- 
moved. When the jury finally brought i 
their verdict of guilty the unfortunate 
seemed stunned tora moment, and his 
wis 60 overcome tbat the oflicers wero oblig: 
to remove her, while his daughter, with lov- 
ing devotion, remained by her father's si: 
her hard id hia, trying to cheer and comfor 
him. An eppeal was taken to the supreme 
court, pendisg which Mills was remanded to 
the cuetody of the jailerto await the judg- 
ment of the appellate court. Upot review tne 
supreme court affirmed the judgment 

‘‘Nothinug now remained for the trial courts 
to do but to pass the dread sentence 
was again brought intocourt and was een- 
te nced to one year’s solitary imprisonnent and 
then to be hanged by the neck until hoe be 
dead, and ‘may God have mercy on your sou!’ 
were the final words that fell trom the lips of 
the presiding judge likeaknell onthe poor, 
conc emrned man’s Jast hope. ; 

“It became my duty, under the mandate ot 
the court, toremove him tothe state 
ip ¢xecution of his sentence. 1 willnot dw 
upon ibe egony of the final pariing from his 
wi'e and Caughter at the jail, while they both 
clung to him in an sgony of despair. With a 
voice iull of loveand tenderness he told them 
to be of good cheer, to be hopeful, that he was 
innocent, and soon he would return to them 
gain; and commending them to his Heay- 
enly Father, who hed said ‘I will never leave 
thee nor forsake thee,’ he turned to me and 
Seid be wos ready to go, 

“There were five other prisoners who had 
been sentenced to various terms at hard la- 
bor, also awaiting removal to the psniten- 
tiery. Wetook evening passage by steamer 
lor Rockland. I ironed the five together, 
placing them inthe cibinonmaindeck. After 
the moorings were cast off I invited Mills up 
On the quart'r deck, I did not place the 
Irous upon his wrists, not that I desired or 
intended to give him more liberty or better 
treatmentthan that extended to the other 
priso.ers on board, but looking upon bim 
more as en unfortunate victim of cireumstan- 
c:5 than ¢s a felon, { shrank from driving the 
iron deeper in bis soul. 

‘‘The eteamer had peesed through the mein 
chanpel, rounded ‘White Head,’ and was 
well outto sea when we reached the upper 
deck; the city’s lights were far behind us: the 
clear rays oi-the ‘cape light’ lent a brillian 
elong the steamer’s course, and the water's 
glersy surface Jooked like burnished silver 
The moon was shining clear and brights. 

“No one could bs seen as we pace 
deck fore and aft except the helmaman at 
whee and the watch on the tar 
board bow. Mills was calm, but 
there was despair in his evory movement and 
written in every lineament of his pale face. 
In a few houra I should deliver him to the 
warden to enter upon his solitary confine- 
ment before execution of the death gontonce. 

‘““‘We were standing alone just abaft the 
wheel-house, looking out upon the moonlit 
waiers, when I turned, and, standing before 
him with one hand upon his shoul- 
cer, I reminded him that he hed been 
under = charge for asveral 
roonthe ; that during all that time 
his deportment had been unexceptionable ; 
that he had been granted a fiir and impartial 
triel—he bad been defended by able and hon- 
est counsel—and while I doubted his guilt, 
the presumption was too great and the evi- 
dence, though fircumstantial, too strong tor 
the jury to repdrt a different verdict from the 
che apnounced, and | saidto him he. could 
have to hope of executive clem- 
eDcy in his behalf ; that he 
wes guilty because the jnry had so de- 
clarea andthe court had to adjudged, and 
nothing could be gained now by falsehood or 
equivecation. I charged him to tell me the 
truth relating tothe fire,and the poor, con- 
demned man quickly turned toward me, the 
light sea breeze fanning the gray locks back 
irom his brow, while the reflection of the pale 
moon lent a weirdness to his face, so full of 
despair, ond resting one hand upon my 
ehoulder, and with the other raised toward 
heaven, he said: 

‘**Realizing the awful doom awaiting me— 
that after the gone of anguish and torture in 
my eolitary cell, which is a part of the sen- 
tence prencounced upon me, I am to suffer an 
ignominicus, dreadful death—by my hope of 
heaven, I swear to you that I know no more of 
Low that fire originated than yourself. Of 
what avail would falsehood be to me now? I 
have received but kindness from you during 
the months of my imprisonment. I can not 
say that my trial was not afair one. I find 
no fault with the judge or jury, and my

agony depicted upon his upturned face at that 
moment. His earnestness and his solemn 
words impressed mo with awe, I could no 
lorger Goubt his innocence, and I then made 
a vow tbat I would do all in my power to save 
him from the gallows. 

“‘] Gelivered him, with the other prisoners 
I had in charge, to the warden of the prison, 
with papers of commitment.

“Upon my return to Portland I at once con- 
ferred with the county attorney, and commu- 
nicated to him my experience 
and my firm belief in Mills’s 
innocence. He heartily seconded my 
efforts, and we soon had a petition signed by 
the judge who presided at the trial, eleven of 
thejury whe oomposed the trial panel, the 
county attorney, and nearly all the county

‘ Some five years later, at 9 o’clock in the 
morning, a white haired man, weighed 
down with sorrow, came into 
my office and inquired tor me. An - 

arent stranger stood in the doorway. Le 
ioe ked earnestly tor a moment, and, seeing 
no recognition in my face, with a sad, tremu- 
lous voice, he eaid: “Isit possible you have 
forgotten me?” Not until then did | know 
that he was the same man who five years be- 
fore bad been convicted and sentenced to 
death fora crime he nevercommitted.

A LITTLE BOOM IN GEORGIA. 

Georgia is a great state. | fts climate is the 
finest to be found in any part of the country, 
tempercdand regulated bya gradual eleva- 
vaiicnthatrunsfrom the sea-level on the 
Atlantic coast tothe top ofthe Blue Ridge, 
five ihourand feet above the level. Itis a 
climate that gives us plenty of rain and 
plenty of drouth. Itisequable, reasonable, 
and, a3 Judge Dooly would say, measurably 
justifiable. 

Asfotheeoi), well, wemay say, without 
feer of contradiction, that the soilis deceit- 
ful. Forty years eso there were found men 
ready to declare that it bad been destroyed 
by superficial cultivation, and a great many 
of these men moved off to Texae, or to other 
western states and renewed the sysiem of 
superficie! cultivation. They expected that 
every body would follow, sooner or later, but 
they were radly disappointed. 

A great miny people concluded to remain 
in Gcorgia, andthose who remained made 
some very important discoveries. One of 
ihe:e discoyerics was that the red clay and 
gray lands when turned up tothe sun were 
remdered fertile. Another discovery was 
thata handful of guano casually dropped 
enywhere in Georgia would run the land 
distracted. The result is that Georgia lands 
bave been gradually increasing in fertility 
for many yeare. Anacrethat would make 
aque .crofa bale of coiton twenty-five 
years ogo, wi'l make a bale to-day. 

More than this—much more, we may say 
—the great major.ty of the\prople of Georgia 
are blersed wi: hthe simple tastes, the strict 
integrity snd the strong characteristics of 
their ceyenteenih century ancestors, They 
are progretsive, but corservatively so—be- 
ing inclined to test allthincsend hold fast 
to, that which isgsood. They are contented, 
reasonably prospcrous, proud of their state, 
and anxious to join hands in forwarding 
any and e]l enterprises that may have for 
their aim the good of the country. 

In other words, Georgia bas a liitle boom 
oi herown which otber people are begin- 
ning to lookinto. Good crops and easy 
concierces area pirtof the general oatiit, 
together with plenty of room for people who 
are seeking the comfor's of a remarkable 
climate and a mcst fertile goil. 


THE RISING IN EASTERN ROUMELIA, 

A liitle gecgraphy at the outset will the 
bettcr enable us to appreciate the meyement 
in Roumelia. The Brrlin treaty very con- 
ride ablv changed the map, and itis neces- 
esry to teke a new Icck at Turkey in Europe 
before a cleer understanding can ba had of 
the tiiuation. 

The Berlin trcaty made both Seryia and 
Roumania inde;endent siates. Roumania 
lies on the Bleck sca between Russia and the 
river Danube. Bo'gsria wasalso given an 
independent government, haying her own 
rulcr, her own psrliament and her owr 
army. She rzreed to pay an annual tribute 
to Turkey es an acknowledgement of the 
laitier’s very aitenuated ravereigznty, but in 
every other respect rhe is es independent of 
the porte es Rovmania, or, for that matter, 
Norway and Sweden, Bulgaria also lies on 
the Bleck sea. On the north are the river 
Denube and Roumania, and onthe south 
the Balkan mountains. The Balkans and 
the Danube 1un cast and west. South of the 
Balkans is Eastern Roumelia, extending from 
the Rbhcdope moun‘a‘nson the west tothe 
Black sca on the east—a rich and populous 
province that includes the rcse gardens of 
Kerzau':k, the important port of Barghas, 
and the city of Phi)ippolis, its capitol, now 
pots’:sipg raj'rozd conrections with Con- 
siantinople. The southern line of Eastern 
Roumelia docs not pass overone hundred 
miles north of Constantinople. 

But neither the proximity nor the popula- 
tion of Easiern Roumelia explains iis value 
teibe perte. When Bulgaria was taken 
away it was shown that it left Turkey as se- 
cure as before, because she retained Shipka 
pass and all the other passes of the Balkans. 
But ihere are no Balkans between Roumelia 
andthe blue water of the Bosphorus. If 
Roume'ia is added to Bu'garia, Russia, 
who bes officered the Bulgarian army, hasa 
holiday walk to the coveted seas, and Turkey 
in Europe is doomed. The porte must, 

therefore, either regain Roumelia or prepare 
to retire to Asia and slow disintezration; for 
what Roumelia has done, Macedon‘a and 
Thrace and Albania and the islands of the 
sea would gladly do; in fact, Albania and 


But Turkish soldiers sre good soldiers, and 
it is not eafe to assume that Tarkey will let 


-Roumelia go, no matter what the powers say. | Fiower. 


Russia will defend Balgaria beyond a shadow 
of doubt. Austria will doubtless proceed to 
annex Bosnia, and whatever elseshe can 
get. Eng'and is dickering with Turkey over 
Egypt, and possibly all other eastern ques- 
tiors. She cannot afford to let Russia crush 
Turkey. The positions of Fran.e and Ger- 
many remain to be defined. The position 
of Russia is not atallinahaze, Her people 
want war. The czarandall her ruling class 
vastly prefer war with Turkey to a contin- 
uance of the war with domesiic enemies oi 
the state. At the proper time Russia will 
claim she isin duty bound to sustain Bul- 
garia. Little Greece stands ready to attack 
Turkey. England and France may join 
bands egain to repel Russ‘an aggression, 
leavirg Austria and Servia, beth fully armed, 
ready to take any action that promises good 
returns. Germany and I’aly will be apt to 
keep out of ibe fight—if one there is to be— 
but will cf course be ready to occupy seats 
in ano‘her Berlin conference called to appor- 
tion the spoils cf the struggle. 

The population of Bulgaria and Roumelia 
combined is about 3,500,000, and in neither 
are there many Oitcmans. The people are 
eitber Greeks or Bulgarians, and the army is 
largely led by Ruszsians. The annual tribute 
dccreed by the Berlin conference of 1878 to 
be peid by Bulgaria to the porte amounts to 
about $100,000, The loss of this sum would 
not be seriously felt, but the loes of Rou- 
melia would be fafal to European Turkey. 
Unilers the signatory powers restore Rou- 
melia i‘o Turkey, she wi!l almost of necessity 
fight. Itis not probable‘that the signatory 
powers will egree upon any line of action. 
In other words, a seneral war is a possible, 
if not a probable, cutcome cf the Roumelian 
revolt.

SILVER AND GOLD DOLLARS, 

There are some very funny ideas abroad 
about silyer—ideas that have been indus- 
triously circulated forthe benefit of Wall 
street speculators. At the recent meeting 
of the American Bankers’ association, one 
of the members entered into the business of 
the hour with a vim that ought 
to give him a very high standing among the 
co-called ‘“finenciers.” He declared that 
the south would soon be selling a cotton 
crop of neariy 8,000,000 bales. 

This neat attempt to ‘inflate’ the cotton 
crop wes no doubt received with consider- 
able applause. ‘‘Nearly 8,000,000 bales,’’ he 
said, ‘for which England would be glad to 
pay gold. Do youexpect to get less than 
that from the New England spinners?’ 
There was wore appjause here, for this re- 
mérkable outburst was recognized by the 
bankers as an esrgument against silver. 

As a matter of fact, however, it was no 
such thing. If the south sells all her cotton 
to New England spinners she will get rela- 
tively as much asifshe sold it to English 
spinners, for the bullion value of silver has 
nothing to do with the money value of the 
standard dollar. The silver dollars which 
New England epinners would pay for the 
cotton would buy justas much and prove 
to be equally as valuable as British gold, 
The silver dollars that are in circulation are 
as valuable as gold dollars.

Subscriber, Sheffield, Ala.: How long will the 
enal fielde in this coun’ ry supply the demand? 

In a lecture on cOal, recently delivered at Phil- 
adeiphia, it was stilted that the United States 
have an area of 440,CC0 cquare miles of coalfields: 
160,000,000 tons of coal were mined in the country 
last year, enough to runaring around the earth 
atthe equator fire anda balffeet wideand five 
and a half feet thick, and there's enough coal in 
the United Siatcs to supply the whole world fora 
period of 1,50 t9 2,003 years. The«anestion of the 
exhaustion of the coal supply, therefore, 1s not 
immediately important. The anthracite coal iu 
Pennsylvania, it is stated, will last 250 years, 
while the bituminous coal in the same district 
will supp'y the world for fifty-seven years, and 
the United States for 3°0 years.

Thatthe 
anc-ent Hebrews regarded the number as posses ;- 
ed 0! some mysterious, sacred quality is plain 
from its uce as recordcd in the ecripture narrative, 
There were seven days iu creation, seven weeks be- 
tween the Passover and Pentecc3t, seven days al- 
lowed to feasts, and the same number tothe 
ceremonics of purification; steven victims were 
offered as sacrifice on sprcial occasions, the sev 
enth was the sabbatical ycar, andseven times 
fever was the ycar precedirgthe year of jubilee, 
The use of the 53 mbolic number in the Apogalypse 
is something remarkable, the seven churches of 
Atria, the teven golden candlesticks, the seven 
stars, seven apirits before the throne, the book 
with seven seals, etc. The mystical meaning 
aecribed to this number was not peculiar to the 
Hebrews, however; it e'so prevailed among 
the Persians, the ancient Hindoog, the 
Grreks, endthe Romans. Thence the suporsti- 
tion filtered cown thiough the azes till 
the present time. Thus there were seven wise men 
of Grecce, s¢yen wonders of the world, seven 
graces, andro on. Ancient astronomy had but 
seyen planeis, the Sun, Moon, Mars, Mercury, 
Saturn, Jupiter and Venus, and the seven metals 
of alchemy were suppos.d to correspond with 
these, gold, silver, iron, quicksilver, lead, tin and 
copper, but modern discoverics in astronomy and 
chemisty interiercd 1ather awkwardly with this 
very effective combinaiion.

These afford ample sunshine and 
Ventilation. The interior presents the broad 
space directly under the windows and reach- 
ing back two-thirds of the way across the 
building, which is allotted to the roosts 
and nests, and where the 
older fowls are confined during inclement 
weather. This large area has the bare ground 
for a floor, and is enclosed above and apart 
from a long, slightly raised passage or gallery 
atthe rear by a light but substantia: twine 
netting. Passing along this gallery an attend- 
ant can look into the nests for eggs by merely 
lifting lids covering the back parts of them. 
At one end of the space enclosed by the corded 
netting there is a smaller enclogure divided off 
from the rest, which answers the purpose of a 
hospital or infirmary for the confinement and 
relief of sick or disabled fowls. Only half a 
dozem fowls were on the sick list, chiefly with 
gore eyes, at the time of the reporter’s visit, 
which spoke rather well for the genoral health 
of the feathered population of abot one 
thousand. 


the hen bouse is worn wholly bare of verdure 
by the overrunning of the fowls, but the rest 
of the ground enclosed isthickly grown with 
shrubs, bushes, and hardy herbage in sufii- 
cient quantity to supply the fowls with green 
forage during warm weather; hay, apples, 
pota.ces and, storcd garden truck supplying 
its plece during the winter months. 

The main yard contains 3 somewhat small- 
er one/used a8 a brooding ground, and also 
for the separation of younger trom the layin 
fowla.. Mr. Vandyxe has thus far Gontinal 
himeselfiothe raising of only one breed of 
fowls»the Plymouth rock. The smaller yard 

contained 600 young chickens in every stage 
‘of growth, from two weeks to four months old. 
pio huey 4 scattered over the ground were 
the emall barred pens containing the mothers 
ofthe breoding chicks, with here and there 
feeding boxes or racks for the special benefit 
of the smaller chicks. 

The setting hens are kept in a yard distinct 
from the others, the nests being separated 
from each other, and cach connected with a 
smeli coyered runway containing food end 
water forthe occupant, and confining her 
strictly to her own nest. 

Mr. Vandyke has thus far made little use of 
artificial incubators, and still believes in the 
natural course of production, which is for the 
old speckled bento hatch her own eggs (or 
some other hen’s) and care for her own livile 
ones. An artificial incubator whose capacity 
is 100 eggs, costs, for instance $35. Evensup- 
posing the machine to hatch every egg, then, 
after the chicks are hatched out they have no 
mother, and require much attention trom some 
person. To hatch the same number of eggs in 
the paiural way would take the time of eight 
hens, worth $41, and they will mother them 
till they need no mother, after which the hens 
will Jay another dozen eggs apiece, and afier 
that they ere worth $6 in the market. 

“"Siill,’’ said Mr. Vandyke’s sen to the 
reporter, “we shall probably give the self- 
rcguiatipg batching machines an exhaustive 
trial before long. Those that are not self-regu- 
lating are not worth experimenting with,since 
they require the attention of some one at all 
hovre of the day aud vight to study the ther- 
mometer and keep the tempsrature uniform. 
We have thus far raised nothing but Plymouth 
rock stock. Together with the light Brahmas, 
they are the best table fowls,are good layers and 
sitters, bardy end thrifty, and of a good size, 
end for all prectice!l purposes run more even- 
ly and profitably than any other breed to my 
knowledge. We thaji probably extend the 
establishment of our farm,and perhaps do 
something in the iaising of fancy strains, but 
I think we sbe!ll adhere to the Piymouth rock 
es our staple stock. Lust year we killed 
end sold 2,200 young fowls. But that was be- 
fore we confined them toa limited range, aud 
when we permitied them te run ail over the 
form. The cortejuence was that we lost 
about as many 2s we sold by the depredations 
of bawks, weasels, skunks, foxes, owls and 
human chicken thieves. The largest profit is 
insupplying the demand for spring chick- 
ene.”’ 

“What prices do you obtain?’ 

(‘That is avco. ding to the season of the year. 
In the months of Februsry, Marchand April, 
young chickers, averaging from cne anda 
halt to two pounds weight, bring as high as 
ecvyenty-frve cents,and sometimes even a dol- 
lera pound. A{ser the middle of April, when 
the supply is greater and the average weight 
demarded is somewhat larger, the prices do- 
cline to fifty, for.y, or thirly cents, according 
to the state of the markel. We never 

chickens for less than twenty 
2 pound, and often ab- 
the top prices. In raising 80 many 
chickensconstant care and attention are re 
quired. When I started in ibe business, iour 
years ago, 1 did not dream that there, was £0 
much to learn about thecare and habiis of 
fow's, aud with all my experience I am leara- 
ing something new with regard to them every 
day. After you get fairly started, with ypur 
flocks properly housed and otherwise accom- 
modaicd, the chiefexpense isthe feed. We 
feed corn, wheat, mashes, andan uvetinted 
supply of green food. Hay gces @ long way 
in meking up for the lack of the 
latter during the winter, and it would surprise 
you to see how much of it the fowls will eat. 
Then we aleo feed apples, potatoes aad other 
vegetables chopped up fine; andthe expense 
of feeding with meat is alone a heavy item. 
Fewls should always have a regular daily 
ration of animal food in order to lay well, and 
this bccomcs stil] more imperative in the cold 
weather. :

TREE CULTURE, 


Preniice Mu)ford’s Paper Before the For- 
eatry Congres: —A Contrast, 
From the Boston Globe. 


At yesterday’s session of the Forestry con- 
grersin this city Mr. Prentice Mulford read 
the following paper, which was received with 
rage applause and attracted much atten- 


New York city today, as regards trees and 
vegetation, is practicaliy a desert. Would not 
any territory of the size! of Manhattan island, 
intersected witb'high ridges of rock, instead of 
barren ridges of brick, iron, stone and mortar, 

ving treeless gullies between instead of 
streets, be called a desert? Can a few parks 
compensate for this absence of vegetation. 
where there is no folisge to shade, no foliage 
to absorb injurious emanations from so many 
sources, no foliage to imbue the heated air (or 
whet passes for air in New York) with its life 
and bealth giving quality? Paris shades its 
beulevards with trees, and places under them 
benches jor the people’s convenience. The 
hundreds of thousands of trees which make 
Paris acityin a forest are under municipal 
care. New York cuts down a street tree under 
the slightest ahene es and cultivates in their 
place telegraph and barbers’ poles. 

Paris places about every tree trunk a per- 
lorated plate of iron to allow access of light and 
sir to the roots, a necessity for the tree’s 
healihy growth. It is almosta misery to see 
in many of our northern cities trees forcing 
their way up through brick or stone pave. 
ments, and showing by the distorted and 
knobby growth at or near the root how 
they are slifled and hampered. Because a 
tree bas a Jife of its own, circulation of its Own, 
lunge of its own—an organization in fact an- 
aiegous to our own, end it may not be for us 
positively to declare that it has not a sensi- 
tiveness of itsown. To the thoughtful, inves- 
tigation is disclosing more and mcre resem- 
blance and relationship between all forms of 
visible matter—between what we term api- 
mate and inanimate things—between plant, 
insect, animal, map, and when, as Sir John 
Lubbock shows us, that tribes of auts

and standing armies of soldiers to protect their 
cities, is it not possible that even a tree may 
feel and sufler? 

tke city of Qakland, oppesiteSan Francisco, 
wes located in one of the mest beautiful live 
csk jorcstsin America. It covered an area of 
feviral square miles. These trees are rela- 
tively low, umbrella sbaped, and the branches 
have a tendency to incline to a gentle angle 
from the trunk toward the ground. Even 
American “enterprise,’’ which oft times in- 
volves a great deal of vandalism, said thirty 
cdd years sgo: ‘‘Let us spare this forest and 
build our houses under 1t. Sothey did. But 
when I left fifieen years ago I noticed with 
eorrow @ tendency to remove many of these 
trees if they stood in the owner’s way. 

“Standing in the way” might mean that 
some noble tree, the growth of centuries, in- 
ter‘eres with the erection of a woodshed. 

1 have seen men, after locating a building 
spot insomeof our beautiful nerikere groves, 
cut down all the thriving bickories and oaks 
growing about and replace them with exotics, 
whose feeble attempt to grow, and generally 
tickly appearance, added to the mutilated 
siumps of the slain trees, gave the place the 
sppearance of su arborescent outdoor hospital 
filled with victims, pertly of a plague,

{ree in the “Big Tree grove” 90 feet in circum- 
ference, 50 feet in diameter, and over 300 feet 
in height. Fully to realize the size of this 
messot wood, you necd to cut strings that 
length, and you mye find afler measuring 
through your rooms that it will be necessary 
togo cutof doors to complete the survey. 
We'l, American “enterprise” looked on this 
vest monument of the ages and said, “Tasre’s 
money init. We'll cut it down, skin it, and 
exbibit the bark abroad for 2 price, to prove 
thet we are the biggest nation on the tece.ol 
the earth, and what America can do in tree 
building when they cetaboutit.” Itcould not 
be cut with exes. Youcan’t chop a mountain 
of wood down with an axe, so they bored it 
down. They had augers made for the purpose 
over thirty feet long, and with these they 
bored lengthways and crossways until the 
irunk wes cutclean in two. But still the gi- 
gentic column sat firm like a monument on ite 
pedesta). Then they drove wedge alter wedge 
in the ever-widening crack, and so at last top- 
pled the wonderover. Yetsome of those very 
men talked years afierward about what they 
bed done in ‘‘developing the resources” of the 
state of Calitornia. They had destroyed hor 
biggest tree.

Ars Elephants Dying Out of the World ?— 
Big, Bad and Dead Elephants. 
From the New York Sun. 


Only a few years have elapsed since the 
London Spectator declared it quite likely that 
if Jumbo attained the natural limit of his 
life, 150 years, he might be the last of 
his race on the globe. The productien 
of the 1,200,000 pounds of ivery used 
im = Engilan alone every year 
necessitates the death of 30,000 elephants. 
and from various causes the annual death rate 
of this most interesting of quadru is esti- 
msted at not Ices than 100,000. reeding in 
captivity must, then, be depended on eventu- 
aliy to propagate the species, and how far suc- 
eestial this bas been may be inferred fromm the 
genera! rejoicing among show peeple when at 
rare intervals a baby elephant is born. 

In death Jumbo, by his tusks 
lore, preves his immense value, 
Thed des mammoth’s tusks entitle 
him to the rank accorded him of pre-eminence 
in gze over any elephant ever brought to 
America, There isa great beast which hat 
for nine years never left its prison pon as 
Moscow, which istwelve incher higher than 
Jumbo was. There are “timber toters’”’ among 
the draught elephants on the banks of the 
Gangee thirteen feet high, and from whose 
number a greater Jumbo might readily be 
procured. 

The fish-eating elephant is considered in 
India the most vicious of his species. In the 
Himalayas each variety of the semi-sacred 
bessthasaname. The crab-lover is called 
Hinsxat, and turns readily to a man-eater. 
Anotber monster, which eats so much fish that 
bis hide becomes scaly, is called Bek. But the 
fameus mad elephant of Munda is conceded 
to be the worst ever known, [or years he had 
becn in the stud of the East India company. 
One night he became possessed of a demon, 
end ‘he next morning broke loose and fled vo 
the woods. For weeks that whole province 
was terror-stricken. Witha cunning which 
could never be anticipated the mad elephant 
set hundreds of hunters at defiance, and 
creeping on unprctected villages smashed the 
huts and trampicd the women and children. 
et ey destroyed thirty-five lives when 

illed. 

When the emperor of Brazil came to Phila- 
delphia*in 1876 a newly arrived elephant at 
the Zoo was named Dom after him. When 
Dom became insubordinate hundreds of people 
went out to see Grat one foot chained and thou 
the other, until each of the four was fast toa 
cable running over a pully wheel, when with 
asingle pull Dom’s legs were stretched out, 
and he was reduced®gradually to subjection. 
Dom badto be punished this way when he 
was 10 years old. 

Parnum’s big Pilot had to be severely dis- 
ciplined once forengaging in a regular prize 
ight with a fellow mammal. Pilot’s morning 
cochtail of twenty-seven gallons of water 
dien’t cool his coppers on one occasion, so he 
deliberately kickcd outand blacked a com- 
panion’s eye. The rough and tumble fight 
which ereued wes exciting. 

The jirst modern instance of deviltry on an 
elepbant’s travela was the murder by the 
Duke of Edinburgh’s Tom of his keeper en 
route from Plymouth to London. Tom had 
been brought from India in 1870 in H. R. H.’s 
yacht Galatee, and trumpeted frantic protests 
when puton thecars. A few minutes af'cr- 
ward be reared and crushed Wm. Paton, his 
keeper, against the partition. 

Dut the most ferccieus elephant spree on 
record is that of Bsrnum’s Emperor in Troy, 
N. Y., when, in company with Jumbo, the 
aitempt wes made to drive him through the 
streets to the train for Gloversville. Emperor 
did rot wanttotravel. He first ran through 
ibe sirceis fo Erastus Cerning’s irom foundry, 
end, rushing in, burned his ket badly onthe 
rcd hot blooms. Filling the air with shrieks, 
be ran into a crowded street,trampled Michael 
Casey, threw P. Maher down an embankment, 
broke Edward Burke’s legs, threw Paddy 
Burrows twenty feet, broke three of Michael 
Minsban’s ribs, pulled Mrs. Moulton off the 
stoop where she sat with her husband, and 
procecded to run amuck until he had done 
$4,000 worth of damage at alow valuation. 
Mr. Hutchineon gladly paid this sum in satis- 
faction, and fortunately no loss of life resulted, 
Emperor being finally rolled into the car. 

When “His Sublime Grandeur, the Court 
and Body Elephant of the King,” dies in 
Siem, the rest of the court havea very un- 
plercant time for thirty days. The last holy 
elepbabt went mad one night and trampled 
five atlendants todeath. Onthe next morn- 
ing aneflort was made tocoerral his sacred 
kcdyin aring of “holy bamboo.” He broke 
locse again, aud in afrerzy fell over and died. 
All the covri was punished severely. 

A distressing death was that of the elephant 
Romeo, at Boonville, Mo., in Barnum, Baily & 
Hutchinsen’s circus. Romeo was very large, 
and was valued at $35,000. The machinery 
for lighting the tents by electricity had just 
been set going. Romeo came by and touched 
the armature with bis trunk. In an instant 
it wes carried away, torn off at the roots, and 
he died in a few minutes, sufferiag terribly. 

Old Bolivar, brought to Philadelpbia in 1529, 
thirty-six inches lower, by the way, than 
Forepavgh’s Bolivar, was drowncd while try- 
ing to swim the Deijaware in 1846. 

Tippoe Saib, who died at Connersville, Ind., 
in 1871, was 50 years old, and weighed 414 
tons. Empre3s, who died at the Zoo in 1577, 
was then the biggest elephant inthe United 
Siates. Forepaugh’s Romeo, the ugliest 
brute ever brougut to the siatcs, died in Chi- 
cago in 1872, alter having killed three men 
and destroyed $50,000 worth of property. 

The most dramatic elephant execution of 
recent date was that of Barnum’s Albert at 
Keene, N. H., othe 20th of last July, for the 
killing ofhis keeper,James Sweeny, or Jamese 
McCormick. Load«d with chains the huga 
beast was marched te the woods, followed bya 
bog crowd end thirty-three Keene riflemen 
who, afler Treiner Areiingetall drew a chalk 
line about his heart, shot him dead,

Again we condemn Lot's reckless disregard 
of his spiritual interest and those of his fami- 
ly.

ofthe people,” But for the sake of worldly 
gain he was willing to expose himsel! and 
his household tothe foulest mors! atm phere 
thet man could breathe. He may have ssid 
to himselt, “It is a wicked and adulterous peo- 
ple to whom we ars going; but we will not be 
pertakers of their vice; by our presence and 
exemple we may reformthem. Wecan do 
the work of missionaries.” Now, if a man 
goes intos community of thieves and harlots 
to devote himeelf entirely to their moral end 
spiritual welfare, and net for temporal gain, 
he will preserve his integrity. 

There @re church nomibies who exsusa 
their going to the theater on the ground, that 
the presence of christian people tends to re- 
form the theater. Thare are ministers who 
tell us they sometimes go to club houses for 
the same purpose. There are men who claim 
to go into barrooms to keep those by whom 
they are invited from drinking too much. 
It is not impossible to believe that men 
have gone into such places with benevolent 
intentions, but to do so we must stretch our 
powers of credulity their utmost, Such meth- 
ods of doing good are never successful. How 
many converts to religion did Lot make by 
his residence in Sodom? Not one. Not one. 
How many souls have been led to grace by 
keeling you at the theater? Find mea man 
who has been converted by seeing a minister 
of the gospel at a club-house, Lot's life was a 
feilure. in his eagerness to increase his 
wealth and pleasure he lost all. If a man be 
a child of God and attempt to lead a disobedi- 
ent end eclfish life, many will be his afflic- 
tions. His wisest echemes will come to 
neught and his fondest hopes will perish. 
He will be laid on God’s anvil and beaten and 
bruised until his rebellious will is subdued 
and his earth loving soul gives up its idol. 
Lot, who sought wealth at the sacrifice of 
every obligation to his God, was brought to 
sce bis pessessions in ashes, and to feel the 
pangs of poverty. Besides, morally and 
tpiritually, he sank intoa bankruptcy too 
horrible to be described. So soiled and de- 
famed hed his character become thet 
when he imp!ored his sons 
to escape the doomed city, “he seemed as one 
that mocked.” Every warning of his life was 
neutralized by a life that had been shamefully 
telfish, sordid and sensual. I can think of 
nothing sadder for any man than the loss of 
all influence for good over his own household. 


All around us are fathers and 
mothers pow rage this bitter 
cup. They see their children immersed in 


wickedness and hastening to a fiery doom and 
realize that no werd which they can speak, 
po tear which they can shed will avail aught 
to turn their feet from the way of destruc- 
ticn. I know not bow tocomfort parents thus 
efilicted. They bave sold a priceiess heritage 
for a mess of potage. Ob, ye who have 
cbildren who have never heard your 
voice in prayer, ye whose God is 
gold, ye who put business before 
religion. Yewho torsske your fireside at 
night fortheclubroom,I pray you consider 
that you are sowing seed from which, bye and 
bye, you must gatber iruit as bitter as the 
epples of Sodom, Are there not parents 
armong us who have chosen pursuitsand made 


eliliances for their children without the 
slightest regard to their moral and 
religious welfare? For such tolly 
there is no remorse too bitter, no” tears 


too sally, no repentance too deep. Oh! God, 
Jet me covet no favor, no fortune, no pleasure 
at the cost of duty. Help me to be so loyal to 
Thy cause that men shall never doubt my sin- 


cerity. When my eyes turn for the 
last time to behold the sun in 
heaven, Grent that I may not 


see it shiping on monuments of my foily. Let 
my tent never be pitched towards sedom. 
Let death find me ia tby service and there for 
the sake of Him who died to save me, take 
me into Thy presence tor ever.

The ground becomes parched, 
the streams and fountains tail, 
end all nature seems to loag 
for rain. At length winds and clouds begin to 


gather in the sky and to settle upon the moun- 
teins 

Joyfully the husbandman goes forth 
to plow and = to sow. Showers 
fall and soon the whole face of nature 
is miraculously changed. The eced springa 
up with surprising quickness. Wavesot ver- 
cue chese each other ever the bills and val- 
leys. This is{the “early rains so graphically 
described by the Psalmist. ‘Thou visited the 
earth and watered it.” 

This “early rain’’eccurs late in autumn, but 
the crops depend on the spring 
rains. which are called the 
“letier rains.” Thus the “early rain” is 
neceseary te germination and springing of the 
seed; the “latter rain” to the filling and 
ripening of the ears. 

The prophet in the text exhorts the Jews to 

rey forrain “inthe timeof the latter rain.” 
Whey were to recognize God’s dominion over 
the fortes of nature. 

Here is an important practical lesson. We 
sro to pray for blessings in their season, even 
for thcse which come almost uniformly ia 
ihe course of nature. We are to aek 
for rain and sunshine. and the 
fu)! corn in the ear in this season. 

Much more are we te pray for spiritual 
blessings in the season and on the occasion 
when God has promised to bestowthem. On 
the Lord’s day we are toseck a Sabbath bless 
ing, atthe Lord’s table sacramental grace, 
andéoineariy holy season the appropriate 
tokens of Divine favor. 

God’s grecious disposition to bestow as re- 
vealed in His great and precious promises is 
one principal encouagement to prayer. Those 
who neglect topray for the formerand the 
letter rain may themselves perish of thirst 
even when all around them 
are rejoicing in grace upon grace. Perhaps 
the Jews understood the prophet as speaking 
literally, but doubtless the text has a deep 
spiritual meaning. You know the rain is the 
veual ecriptura)] symbol of the Spirit of God. 
“J will pour water upon him that is thirsty 
and floods upon the dry ground. I will pour 
My Spirit upon thy seed, and , blessing 
upon their offepring; and they shall grow up 
as amceng the grase, as willows by the water 
courees.”” : 

The figure is as significant as it is beauti- 
ful. As the rein of heaven is indispensible to 
life, growth and truitfulness in the vegetable 
kingdom, so the immediate influence of the 
infinite spirit is necessary to life, growth and 
{ruitfulness im the spiritual kingdom. The 
grace by which spiritual] life is produced in 
the soul is the “early rain.’”’ The “latter 
rein” is the grace bestowed to carry on the 
good work begun to completion. me may 
be still singing the song begun when sag 
heett was throbbing with your first love. 
Ales! I hear you say: “A ead shange 
bss come over me. I still 
cling to Christ, I am still His sworn soldier, 
snd 1 mean to be faithful, but the joy, the 
glow, the repture is gone.” My brother 
would you know the course of this soul change 
of which you complain? You have received 
the “former rein” but the “letter rain” you 
bave searcely thought of, or asked for. This 
is the time of the “latter rain,” letus ask for 
it of Him who has ascended to heaven, thet 
He mey baptize His church with the Holy 
G bost. ie 

When that baptism comes, every mission- 
ary, every pastor, every churc,h every Chr st 
ign will be endowed with power larger then 
thet which tell on the disciples on the day 
of Pentecost. Then one mighty revival shall 
spread throughout our land. 

Oh, shall we not pray for the latter rain!
